M’CLOSKEY SAID that he 
I had no reason to believe that

ed by U.S. officials in con- 
nection with the , actions in- 
volving Boza and Espinosa. 

The official note to the Cu- 
ban ambassador at the U.N., 
Ricardo Alarcon Guesada, 
was delivered today. It re- 
minded him that last Decem- 
ber the United States had no- 
tified him officially that all 
members of his mission and 
other Cuban citizens in the 
U,;S. for United Nations work 
should be “instructed to con- 
fine their' activities to mat- 
ters related to their duties.” 
The U.S. order for the de- 
parture of a U.N. diplomat 
is based on a headquarters 
agreement between the Unit- 
ed States and the United Na- 
tions which provides in part 
that an alien in the United 
States in connection with the 
United Nations is not exempt 
'from laws and regulations of 
the United States regarding 
his continued residence, should 
he engage in activities outside 
his official capacity. 

Cuban Delegation 

Declines Comment
